“Under that system a man of 
the learning, the experience and 
the character of the distinguished 
senator from Georgia, who has been 
honored by his state with a longer 
service in the senate than any 
other man, would have no more 
voice than rashest youth.” 


Washington, January 2.—Senator 
Joseph W. Bailey, of Texas, long one 
of the picturesque figures and strik- 
ing speakers of the United States sen- 
ate, delivered today before crowded 
floors and galleries, his final speech 
as a member of that body. Within a 
day or two his resignation will be 
laid before the senate and communi- 
cated to Governor Colquitt, of Texas, 
his expectation being that R. M. John- 
eton, of Houston, will be named to fill 
out his term, which would end March 4. 

Senator Bailey's speech was an at- 
tack upon the principles of the initia- 
tive and referendum as institutions 
that would, if adopted, bring about 
the everthrow of the vresent system of 
American government. He declared 
they originated in the desire of politi-

Smith to commute the sentence to life 
i prison, 

Both were convicted for killing 
women, and the crimes were committed 
within two blocks of each other. 


TOWN RAVAGED 


Sixty-One Cases in Tennessee 
Village and Thirty-Five 
Deaths. 


Dyersburg, Tenn., January 2.—Sixty- 
one cases of cerebro-spinal meningitis 
have developed to date in Dyer county, 
and of this number, thirty-five have 
died, according to a statement made 
tonight by Dr. J. A. Albright, formerly 
secretary of the Tennessee board of 
health, who has been engaged by the 
county authorities to direct efforts to 
stamp out the disease. Twenty-one of 
the cases and eleven deaths occurred 
within the town of Dyersburg. 

Within the past twenty-four hours 
two cases developed in Dyersburg and 
two cases in other parts of the county. 

Dr. Albright stated that immunizing 
agents are being freely used,.and with-

The duel lasted an hour, during 
which thirty-two bouts were fought. 
It was brought to a conclusion only 
by the exhaustion of the combatants, 
who separated without being recon- 
ciled. 

The combat arose out of a political 
quarrel. On June 7 last Count Tisza, 
while presiding over the lower house, 
narrowly escaped assisination by 
Deputy Julius Kovacs, who fired at 
him three times and then shot himself. 
The attack upon Count Tisza was the 
outcome of tht universal suffrage azgi- 
tation, to whij he is strongly opposed. 

A large ntfmber of opposition depu- 
ties had previously been excluded from 
the chamber. Their eiection gave rise 
to many riotous scenes and on October 
130 the excluded deputies, led by Count 
‘Michael Karolyi, Count Albert Ap- 
ponyi and Francis Kossuth, tried to 
force their way into the chamber 
again, put were once more forced to 
retire, They have not since been ad- 
mitted to the house.

Alex W. Smith was elected chairman 
of the commission. Wilmer lL. Moore, 
president of the chamber of commerce, 
vice chairman, and Walter G. Cooper, 
secretary of the chamber, secretary- 
treasurer. 

The executive committee ts composed 
of J. Ky, Orr, Colonel J. F. Paxon, 
Governor-elect J. M. Slaton, J. N. 
Hazlehurst, Asa G. Candler, Thomas 
Morgan, John E. Murphy, John W. 
Grant, R. L. Foreman, C. A. Wicker- 
sham, Clark Howell, James R. Gray, 
Keats Speed, Haralson Bleckley, V. H. 
Kriegshaber, T. C. Water, W. L. Peel, 
Joel Hurst, 8. B. Turman and Mayor 
Courtland 8S. Winn. 

Women’s Clubs to Be Represented. 


A committee of ten, to be selected 
from among the leading women’s 
clubs, will be appointed by Chairman 
Smith and the executive committee, !t 
being the aim of the commission to 
muster as many representative At- 
lantans as possible to perfect a definite 
(plan, to which each member. will 
pledge support. 

Here are some of the prime objects 
of the commission: 

Beautification of Atlanta to the end 
that it become “the city beautiful.” 

Urging legislation that will help 
Atlanta’s development. 

Making beautiful ‘boulevards out of 
some of Atlanta’s unsightly avenues. 

To make Atlanta an industrial pow- 
er by tnducing manufactories to lo- 
cate here. 

To improve where improvements are 
needed. 

The city commission plan has been 
adopted in many American cities. In 
Europe the plan has been carried out 
more successfully because it was not 
affected by the laws. In Paris, Berlin, 
Venice and many other places the 
Plans increased property values by 
many millions. 

Make Peachtree a Boulevard. 

The men wiio are behind the com- 
mission movement aim to do the same 
fr Atianta as has-been~ 
Cleveland, Indianapolis, St. Paul and 
other American cities. One of the first 
big projects the commission has in 
mind is creating a fund of $50,000. to 
widen Peachtree street from Carnegie 
way to North avenue. 

Vice Chairman Moore outlined the 
Plan when he was called to preside 
over the meeting. He called attention 
to the work of similar commissions 
in European cities, also referred to 
what was accomplished in Cleveland 
and Indianapolis. He said that the 
chamber of commerce had a plan simi- 
lar to the city plan, and explained that 
it was intended to formulate not only 
constructive legislation, but to plan 
for the growth cf the city by bringing 
manufactories. He made an earnest 
plea for co-operation. He said that if 
the commission is to work to any de- 
gree of success it is necessary that 
every member take part In all its de- 
liberations and lend whatever assist- 
ance is possible to the general scheme 
of planning. ' 

Mayor Winn made a forceful talk. 
He said that credit for the organiza- 
tion of the commission should be given 
to the chamber of commerce. He also 
made a plea for co-operation. 
Committee on Permanent Organization. 

The mayor appointed V. H. Kriegs- 
haber, C. B. Bidwell and R. J. Guinn 
a committee to formulate plans for 
permanent organization of the comis-

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PARCELS POST WINS RACE 


FROM CHICAGO TO ATLANTA 


A race, which Fhe Chicago Tribune 
inaugurated between two packages 
sent from the Windy City to Atlanta, 
one by parcels post and. the other by 
express service, has precipitated a 
merry little war in Aitlanta. The two 
packages were directed to Clark How- 
ell, editor of The Constitution. The 
original notification which Mr. Howell 
received from The Tribune stated that 
the two “parcels were deposited for 
delivery to your address, from Chicago, 
at 12:01 a. m., January 1, 1913,” which 
would give the packages an even start. 

The package sent by parcels post 
reached the office of Mr. Howell at 
10:15 o'clock Thursday morning, 34 
hours and 16 minutes after it was de- 
posited in Chicago. A subsequent tele- 
gram from The Tribune stated that the 
parcel sent by express was deposited 
two minutes before midnight on New 
Year’s eve, which gives the express 
company a handicap of three minutes 
The parcel sent by express, however, 


was not delivered at Mr. Howell's office | 


until 8:20 o'clock Thursday night, 10 
hours and 5 minutes behind the pack- 
age sent by parcels post. 

The fact that the express package 
came in at the tail end of the race, 
says the Southern Express company, 
through whom it was delivered to Mr. 
Howell, was not the fault of the com- 
pany, because the race was ‘no fair 
test.” The Southern Express company

The package was sent by the United 
States Express company from Chicago, 
and was transferred to the Southern 
Express company where the two sys- 
tems join. 

The race is over® but, inasmuch as 
there was no official referee appointed 
by The Tribune, no official decision can 
be rendered. The facts are that The 
Tribune says the package sent by ex- 
press was deposited three minutes be- 
fore the pacKage sent by parcels post, 
and the package sent by parcels post 
actually was delivered in Atlanta 10 
hours and 6 minutes before the pack- 
age sent by express. 

All parties concerned, however, are 
doing their best to come at a just un- 
raveling of the knot.

EX-CHIEF POLICE 
ON WAY TO TRIAL 


M. W. Cole Is Charged With 
Allowing Alleged Mur- 
derer to Escape. 


Fortified against the chilling winds 
of Arkansas, with a home-made prepa- 
ration of-Indian bitters, wearing his 
best campmeeting suit, tle and hat, and 
with a wrapped-up hairbrush protrud- 
ing from his coat pocket, M. Witt Cole, 
Lawrenceville’s picturesque ex-chief of 
police, passed through the city last 
night under the official escort of 
Sheriff Hungate, of Mena, Ark., where 
he is being taken to face double 
charges of forgery and bribery. 

Cole recently made himself famous 
by capturing, for the murder of John 
McClung, in Gwinnett county, in 1898, 
one Vade Higgins, who, so far as the 
world was aware, was sleeping sound- 
ly beneath the sod of a Gwinnett 
county graveyard, lo, these many 
vears! After his spectacular capture 
of Higgins, however, Cole returned to 
Lawrenceville empty-handed, where- 
fore it ig alleged that he allowed Hig- 
gins to escape upon receipt of a bribe. 
and also fonged the signature of Sheriff 
Strong to a telegram. 

Cole was seen by a Constitution re- 
porter at the Terminal station last 
night. He was absorbed in the extreme 
length of his ticket when the reporter 
arrived. 

“aA thing as long as this,” he said, 
“ought to carry a man to paradise— 
and return, if he don't like the destina- 
tion. 

‘I'm ‘as innocent 
babe,” he declared. “I don’t mind goin’ 
back a bit, ‘cause they ain’t got a 
chance to do a thing with me. 

“In the fust place, this here Vade 
Higgins didn’t have no hundred dol- 
lars to bribe me with, In the second 
place, I'd be a durn fool to have took 
just a hundred. That feller, he just up 
and disappeared f’'um the train while I 
wasn't looking. a 

“No, sir-ree, you can bet’ yo’ sox 
that ef I was to get that bad off for 
money as to get down to bribin’ a 
nation-famous priserner, I'd go back to 
boiler-makin’. And, about that there 
forgery bus’ness—they’re all wrong 
ag’in. The only things I teched a pen 
to when I was in ArkKansaw was to 
send a telegram home for money, and 
to make out er expense account.” 

Cole wan arrested at what might be 
called the zenith of his career, He had 
climbed fom night constable of Law- 
renceville to the exalted position 3f 
chief of police. He wore no handcuffs 
when he passed through Atlanta last 
night.

MOOSE EDITORS: 
FINED AND JAILED 


Because They Printed Mes- 
sage From Roosevelt Criti- 
cising Idaho Court. 


Boise, Idaho, January 2.—R. E. Sher- 
idan, publisher of Tne Boise Capital- 
News; C. O. Broxon, managing editor, 
and A. R. Cruzen, a local capitalist, 
convicted today for contempt of the 
Idaho supreme court for publishing, 
and commenting editorially upon, a 
message from Colonel Roosevelt, crit- 
icising the court's decision barring 
progressive candidates for presidential 
electors from the Idaho ballot, occupy 
a cell in the county jail, where they 
will serve a ten-day sentence. Each 
was sentenced to pay a fine of $500. 

The opinion,’ written by Justice Sul- 
livan, was concurred in by Chief Jus- 
tice Stewart. It upheld the inherent 


Justice Ailshie dissented from the 
opinion on the ground that the case 
was not pending at the time of the 
publication of the article in question. 
Although A. R, Cruzen, in his answer 
to the court’s charges, made affidavit 
that he was in no way connected with 
the paper, the sworn statement of the 
publisher made in comyslance with the 
federal law, was introduced, showing 
the ownership of stock and bonds of 
the company, andthe court hela Cruzen 
equally guilty with the publisher and 
editor. When the court asked Broxon 
if he knew of any reason why sentence 
should not be pronounced, he replied: 
“None that this court will consider.” 
The newspaper men were placed in 
the same cell o¢cupied by Moyer, Hay- 
wood and Pettibone during their trials 
for alleged ‘complicity In the assassina- 
tion of former Governor Steunenberg. 
The publication of the message from 
Colonel Roosevelt criticising the court’s 
decision was admitted by the publish- 
ers, but they denied that this was con- 
tempt, claiming a right, under the ¢.on- 
stitution, to criticise the court.

TO MAME WOMEN 


For Two of the Positions in 
His Cabinet 


One Woman Urged for Secretary of 
War---Governor Norris Pushed 
for Interior Portfolio. 


Trenton, N. J., January 2.—Two 
women have been proposed for places 
in the cabinet of President-elect Wil- 


Pson, one of them for the portfolio of 


secretary of war. This disclosure was 
made today when Mr. Wilson was ask- 
ed if the suffragettes had suggested 
any names of women for cabinet posi- 
tions. 

“I think I have received only two 
such requests,” he replied. “The recom- 
mendations were made in a general 
way, but one did urge a  particuiar 
lady for secretary of war, if I’m not 
mistaken; but I ought to add that it 
was in the interests of peace.” 

Wilson Urged to Name Norris. 

Senator Henry L. Myers, of Montana, 
today urged President-elect Wilson to 
appoint Governor Edwin L. Norris, of 
Montana, secretary of the interior. The 
term of Governor Norris will expire 
January 14. Senator Meyers told the 
president-elect that Governor Norris 
had made a particular study in all the 
western and northwestern states of 
questions affecting their development 
and resources. 

“T esteem him very much,” said Mr. 
Wilson later in referring to Governor 
Norris. “I have seen him at the con- 
ferences of the house of governors. He 
made an admirable impression, and is 
very aggressive.” 

The president-elect, however, held 
to his previous policy of not commit- 
ting himself tn respect to intended ap- 
pointments. - —- :

Washington, January 2.—A series of 
conferences and a vast amount of ref- 
erence work occupied members of the 
house connected -with the money trust 
investigation today in their efforts to 
evolve a plan to gain the testimony 
of William Rockefeller, whom the 
sergeant-at-arms . of the house has 
tried in vain to serve with a sub- 
poena since last June.

IN BEHALF OF ATLANTA.

We all know Atlanta to be plagued by 
a shop-worn and effete system of adminis- 


tration, and by a persistent viewpoint of 


costly provincialism. The year just passed 
has wrought admirably in waking every 
class of the population to these fundamen- 
tal defects. A leading influence in that 
awakening has been the chamber of com- 
merce. In every direction it has quickened 
the sense of individual responsibility to 
In one respect alone—the 


and is now retaining—its services have 
been of invaluable assistance. 

- Municipal, industrial and economic bet- 
terment will inevitably result from the dis- 
cussion to be held this evening. A _ by- 
phase the directors may well consider is 
that relating to the further encouragement 
of home industries. Education along th's 
line is needed. That is shown by the re- 
cent experience of a Constitution advertiser 
who received a catalogue acclaiming At- 
lanta-made goods and soliciting his patron- 
age of them—with every bit of the me- 
chanical work on the catalogue done in an- 
other city and all of which could have been 
better done here.

ROUT THE VAGRANTS. 


Chief of Police Beavers has well ina | 
gurated the New Year with a campaign’ 


against the professional parasites. Vagranta, 
white and negro, must go to work or go .o 
jail. 

If the chief maintains that activity 
throughout the year he will clean up one 
of the city’s main nuisances and menaces. 

If the chronic idler were only a bloo+- 
sucker on the community, taking all and 
giving nothing, he would be inexcusable. 

But his offense is more aggravated. 
Every white man and negro who depends 
upon loafing and profligacy for.a livelihood 
has within him the germ of the criminal. 
The slightest pressure, the first opportunity, 
is apt to transform him from a passive to 
an aggressive preyer upon the community. 

The labor and crime problems in the 
city and on the farm are sufficiently com- 
plicated as they are. Intensifying both of 
them is the vagrant. Pound him with ‘ne 
law until he learns that with or without 
his own consent he must be a producer. 


A FUTILE CUSTOM. 


The reassembling of congress after the 
Christmas holidays once more demon- 
strates the futility of the December daie 
for its convening. The custom is. equally 
profitless with a long or short session, a 
new or an old congress. 

Representatives and senators gather in 
Washington the second week in December, 
when the mind of the country is concen- 
trated on the approaching Yule season, fid. 
dle away a few days of time, and go home 
for a long recess. 

With the short session, hampered by 
a constitutional time limit, the practice .is 
especially harmful. Under the best of con- 
ditions, there is little enough opportunity 
to give to the big supply bills the delibera- 
tion and study their importance warrants. 
The result is that much of the financial 


‘legislation emerging March 4 from the con- 


gressional hopper is ill-advised, exttava- 
gant and, in many cases, wholly undeserv- 
ing. The final eleventh-hour rush affords 
too many chances to jam through “jokers” 
and objectionable pork-barrel projects. 
- he situation is changed in degree only 
with the long session. In the short period 
between convening and the Christmas re- 
cess, almost nothing can be done in the 
way either of organization or of well-con- 
sidered legislation. 

A more businesslike and result-produc- 
ing plan would be to assemble congress 
the second day after New Year’s. 


HAVE WE MALIGNED TURKEY? 


The long-expected war in the Near East 
has established, rather conclusively, that 
the Turks, like the Mormons, have no 
friends. The nation, as such, has for cen- 
turies Borne a bad name, and like the dog 
in the fable, that is equivalent to hanging 
in the public estimation. A recent issue 
of Harper’s Weekly, however, views the 
situation from another slant, and arouses 
speculation as to whether the Turk may 
not, after all, possess gentler qualities for 
which we have failed to give him credit. 

This bit of special pleading, and it Is 
nothing less than that, comes from one 
who must be called a biased witness—for 
the writer is herself a Turkish woman of 
high rank and unquestioned literary attain- 
ments. She has several widely-quoted 
books to her credit,’ and has spent much 
time in Paris and other European capitals. 
Her contention is that the Turk, whom we 
have blithely dismissed as unspeakable, 
even as “unthinkable,” is in reality the 
most likeable of creatures, once you know 
him—about as far removed from the blood- 
thirsty image in the world’s mind as noon 
is from midnight. 

One of her statements has several times 
been made before—and that is to the effect 
that the massacres commonly attributed to 
the Moslem are in reality perpetrated by 
some one of the multitudinous polyglot 
tribes that are in, but not of, the Ottoman 
empire. One’s credulity balks at accepting 
more than a portion of this claim. It Is 
well known, of course, that in the centuries 
of feudal warfare between Turkey and her 
Balkan neighbors, nominal Christians have 
been guilty of undoubted atrocities. But 
the many investigations made by this gov- 
ernment demonstrate that much of the 


-bloodshed for which this and other Chris- 


tian nations have repeatedly demanded 
reparation can be traced accurately to but 
one source, and that a Turkish one. 

The most convincing part of this au- 
thoress’ statement is that the Turk, being 
by inheritance a stand-patter, so to speak, 
has paid the penalty in a civilization that 
is today an anachronism, and that is doom- 
ed to disappear before Christian influence, 
if not Christian bayonets.

The Easiest Way

If you inquire as to the meaning of jus- 
tice you will probably get by way of reply 
the formula: “Treat everybody alike.” And 
yet no two people ‘are alike. (Everybody 
knows that). You cannot treat dissimilar 
people in the same way, if you are aiming 
at a common goal. A doctor would not treat 
a patient for typhoid identically with one 
afflicted with malaria. He uses different 
treatments, although he is doing the same 
for both—effect their cure. Medicine is a 
cure, and each malady has its own peculiar 
remedy. It follows, therefore, that what Is 
the salvation of one person is the death of 
the other. 

Something has gotten twisted, something 
has gone wrong with a sick man. Some- 
thing has gotten twisted, something has 
gone wrong with a bad man, or a weak man. 
And yet each twist, each strain in the stuff 
Is different in each individual from that in 
every other. Why is it so common to read, 
“Judge So-and-So fined all drunks to day so 
much,” or worse still, “Judge So6-and-So 
raised the price of drunks today to such- 
and-such.” Are we licensing drunkards at 
sO much per debauch? Is it to make the 
most of a holiday season that we plunder 
the depraved, or make hay while the sun 
Shines? Filling the city treasury will never 
protect the public, and the public never will 
be protected until the weak man and the bad 
man is protected from himself. 

There are still those who make sweep- 
ing condemnations, who tnsist on their pound 
of flesh, who say “He did wrong, now let 
him pay for it.” Many such are eminently 
respectable. Nothing is wrong with their 
dogma, except that it has so far failed to 
lessen crime. Mr. Dooly has a message for 
people of this persuasion, when he says: 
“The truth is something that will work. And 
when the truth don’t work, it’s a lie. Anda 
lie, when it starts working again, is the 
truth.” The old doctrine of treating- every- 
body alike don’t work. And as a definition 
of justice it is nothing but a lie. It is the 
easiest way. That is its only commendation. 
The law is there. Apply it with dead regu- 
larity and uniformity regardless of cause or 
effect. Why stoop to raise the fallen; why 
establish the wavering; why worry with the 
helpless? There is only one answer, one 
refutation of the easiest way, and that is 
that no one can be secure unless everyone 
is secure. The block of stumbling in the path 
of another is a block of stumbling to me. 
No one can attain the highest, until the 
way is made straight on which his fellows 
must travel. 

A drunk is not just a drunk; an idler is 
not just an idler; a beggar is not just a beg- 
gar; a criminal ts not just a criminal. They 
are men. Justice is the seeking and finding 
of the best in each and the establishment of 
that best. Severe punishment may be neces- 
sary to do this, but, after all, punishment 
with such a purpose is not just punishment— 
it is a cure,

“Professor Moore tells me,” I said, “that 
he regards that article on Tilden as not only 
of inherent interest and importance, but as 
especially valuable to any one who is fond 
of studying the manner in which men are 
able to master the English tongue.’ 

“IT suppose he refers to my style,” said Mr. 
Carter. “Well, that is a subject to which I 
have given a good deal of attention. I have 
sometimes thought that I should like to de- 
liver a lecture before some one of our col- 
lege debating clubs or literary associations 
for the purpose of telling my hearers what 
my understanding of style really is. 

“First of all,;- I should say that I think 
the word is grievously overworked. We hear 
a great deal about this man’s style and that 
man's style, and when we have heard all 
that is said we don’t understand much more 
about it than we did at first. 

“Tl was once talking with Governor Tilden 
upon the subject of literary style, and I 
said to him that I thought that of all Amer- 
ican writers of whom I had any knowledge

“Yilden replied that he was glad I did 
n6t make use of the word style. For him- 
self he believed that it was much better to 
say of any writings, ‘This is Burke, that is 
Macaulay, the other Is Hamilton or Madison 
and still another is Webster.’ For the use 
of the proper names in that way conveys, 
after all, whatever meaning there is in the 
word ‘style’ applied to their writings. 

“‘] write,’ Tilden said to me, ‘only what 
1 think and what I think clearly. If my 
thoughts are cloudy I never try to express 
them in writing. I either dismiss them or 
wait until they are cleared up. The only 


thing that I have sought for is to express my . 


thoughts, first of all clearly, and, next, con- 
cisely. And that is all there is to what you 
call my style.’

BALACLAVA?

The question as to who blundered at Bal- 
aclava has been a much-mooted one for 
more than half a century. The marvelous 
charge of the “noble six hundred” in the fa- 
mous battle of the Crimea has always been 
cherished by Englishmen with pecullar pride. 
It is true that the great event, the great 
central episode of the battle of Balaclava, 
was a blunder, a gigantic mistake, and that 
through it many brave men lost their lives, 
but their splendid courage was not sacri- 
ficed in vain, and tHis charge will always 
rank as among the finest of warlike achieve- 
ments. 

Readers are generally familiar with the 
story of how Lord Cardigan and his gal- 
lant horsemen’ galloped straight into the 
“jaws of death.” The brigade went into 
action as fine a body of light calvary as 
the world had even seen. The remnant rode 
back by twos and threes, stricken and shat- 
tered. They performed their task, however, 
and carried out the commands given. 

But upon whose shoulders is to be placed 
the responsibility of the slaughter? The 
battle had been raging for a considerable 
time and the English were gaining steady 
headway. Lord Cardigan and his “six hun- 
dred” were inactive on a height within sight 
of the battle, but were told to remain there 


as a reserve until required. But Captain 
Nolan finally passed the order as delivered 
to him that Lord Raglan had ordered that 
the cavalry should attack immediately. 

The terrible mistake was now set going 
and the mischief speedily increased. Lord 
“Lucan having misconstrued the orders de- 
livered to Captain Nolan, and declining to 
exercise his own judgment in _ correcting 
them, rode over to where Lord Cardigan sat 
at the head of the Light Brigade, and told 
him to advance down the valley.

With Lord Car- 
digan at the head of the brigade mounted 
On a thoroughbred chestnut horse, the gal- 
lop began into the Valley of Death.

Captain Nolan saw that the order had been 
misunderstood, but it was too late. The 
cavalry lines advanced rapidly and in a few 
moments had entered the zone of fire.

New York Governor Serves Notice 
on “Boss” Murphy 


Sulzer Says He Is the Democratic 
Leader of New York and Intends 
to Act As Such. 


Albany, N. Y., January 2.—Governor 
William Sulzer declared tonight that 
his election as chief executive made 
him the democratic leader of New York 
state. “If any democrat in the state 
challenges that leadership,” he said, 
“let him come out in the open and 
the people will decide. 

The governor’s statement was made 
in response to inquiries as to whether 
Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tammany 
Hall, had indorsed John N. Carlisle, of 
Watertown, and John H. Delaney, of 
Brooklyn, two of three members of a 
commission selected by Governor Sul- 
zer to investigate state departments 
and bureaus. 

“I Am Democratic Leader.” 

“I am the democratic leader of the 
State; the people decrced it at the 
polls, and I stand on their verdict,” 
said the governor emphatically. wt | 
can’t succeed in doing what I want to 
do as governor unless IT am the demo- 
cratic leader. If any democrat in the 
state challenges that leadership let 
him come out in the open and the peo- 
ple will decide.” 

The governor made it clear that he 
would receive anyone who desired to 
see him at any time, including Colonel 
Roosevelt, as the head of the progres- 
sive movement; William Barnes, Jr., 2s 
chairman of the republican state com- 
mittee: Charles F. Murphy, as leader 
of the New York county democratic ur- 
Ranization; J. Pierpont Morgan r 
Thomas F. Ryan. “But,” he added, 
“they must see me in the open, the 
Same as any other person.” 

The governor said he realized that 
Mr. Murphy, as the leader of an im- 
portant pclitical organization in New 
York, deserved recognition as such, and 
that he would receive requests frem 
tim, reserving the right, however, to 
deny them if they were not proper. 

Sulzer for Economy. 

Governor Sulzer has appointed two 
or three members of a committee to 
make a searching investigation into 
all state departments and bureaus, “to 


ascertain where expenditures can be | 


checked and the money of the tax- 
Payers saved and also to recommend 
to the legislature the desirability of 
abolishing useless offices, consolidat- 
ing Wherever possible bureaus and 
commissions, with the sole object of 
more rigid economy and a greater de- 
gree of efficiency.” 

The governor has selected John N. 
Carlisle, of Watertown, and John H. 
Delanev, of Brooklyn. 

Governor Sulzer favors open 
hearings by the eommission and de- 
clared that no department would be 


> permitted to seal any public papers 


while he was governor of the state. 

Governor Sulzer said he expected 
every departmentin the state’s service 
to reduce its expenditures from 10 to 
20 per cent, so as to accomplish a 
saving of $6,000,000 a year. He pro- 
poses to set an example by “cleaning 
house” at once in the executive cham- 
ber and executive mansion.

Opening of the normal college. Four 
hundred guests sat down at 9 o’clock 
to an elaborate menu, ,and amid decora- 
tions of surpassing beauty. Colonel J. 
M. Wilkinson, of Valdosta, was toast- 
master, while the speakers , included 
many of the most prominent citizens 
and ablest educators in the state, 
among them Hon. John M. Slaton, 
governor-élect, who delivered the prin- 
cipal address at the opening of the col- 
lege in the forenoon. Following is the 
program: 

“Valdosta and Its College, Our Host,” 
J. T. Blalock, president Valdosta cham- 
ber of commerce; “The College and 
the Public School System,” Hon. M. L. 
Brittain; “South Georgia's Educational 
Opportunities,” Hon. W. S. West; “The 
University and Its Subsidiary College,” 
Chancellor D. Cc. Barrow; “The Schools 
of the County and City as’ Related to 
the College,” Hon. E. P. §S: Denmark; 
“The Baby of the System,” R. H. Pow- 
ell, president of the college: “Our Col- 
lege, What We Expect of It,” Senator 
W. L. Converse; “The Educational Spirit 
Of Valdosa, a Prophecy,” Mayor John 
T. Roberts; “Ten Minutes of Anything,” 
W. D. Upshaw. 

In the opening of this new institution 
Georgia has taken a most commendable 
step. In the southern half of the state 
there is some.60 per cent of the state’s 
area, and over 40 per cent of the pop- 
ulation. That section pays nearly one- 
half of the taxes of the state now, and 
its wealth is rapidly growing: yet until 
this school was founded, not a single 
one of the state’s institutions of higher 
learning was south of the middle line. 
The influence of the school will be far- 
reaching, and will give south Georgia 
a chance at the higher educational fa- 
cilities provided by the state. 


State Backs School. 


The state is squarely behind the new 
college. The charter granted is prac- 
tically a carte blanche to the board to 
go forth and do what seems best for 
the higher education of the state. Tha 
appropriation for its maintenance was 
one of the most popular appropriations 
of any kind before the legislature last 
summer, and that means wat “the pow- 
ers that be’’ mean to do well by south 
Georgia, now. tnat they have made a 
start. 4 

The local community !s also squarely 
behind the enterprise; indeed, the citi- 
zens of Valdosta have done vastly mors 
than has been done by the home town 
of any similar institution in the state. 
And the authorities of the college are 
determined that its standard of schol- 
arship and usefulness shall be hela 
high, and, whether in its purelyecollegi- 
ate, normal, domestic. science or arts 
courses, the young women of the state 
will find here as good training as is to 
be had, 

The school was created by legislative 
act in 1906. Colonel W. S. West, of 
Valdosta, then in the senate, was father 
of the bill, and it was due largely to 
him that the school was founded at all 
and founded at Valdosta. But there 
was no appropriation for buildings or 
maintenance at that time, and for one 
reason or another the enterprise lav 
dormant till the spring of 1911. In the 
meantime the need of the school was 
growing more and more urgent. South 
Georgia was developing rapidly and 
Srowing in population and wealth, and 
this vast section was still being neg- 
lected educationally. 


@ Chancellor Barrow Takes a Hand. 


At the meeting of the State Teaehers’ 
association im Macon, 1911, resolutions 
were introduced by three different peo- 
ple (two in committee and one from 
the floor), urging the legislature to 
put life into the school at Valdosta. A 
little later the Association of County 
Schools .Officials at Valdosta took sim- 
ilar action. All along Chancellor D. C. 
Barrow, of the university, with his 
usual broad grasp of the state’s educa- 
tional possibilities, had seen the need 


of the college and had patiently worked 
to put it in operation. When the time 
was ripe he threw his strength into the 
movement. Senator Smith, then recent- 
ly elected governor, became greatly in- 
terested and lent a helping hand. 

At last Valdosta got thoroughly 
aroused and when the legislature met 
Messrs. Converse and Ashley, the repre- 
sentatives from Lowndes county, were 
able to present a proposition to the leg- 
islature and get that body to act. Val- 
dosta was to give a campus cf fifty 
acres of land and $5,000 a year for ten 
years, and the state was to give $25,000 
for buildings and $5,000 for equipment. 
Soon after the legislature adjourned 
the board met and accepted one of the 
State’s offers, and herein Valdosta be- 
gan to show that she meant business. 

The board liked best a site on the 


principal residenve street of the city, 


this site being sixty acres, ten more 
than had been promised, and cost near- 
ly $30,000, some three times as much 
as had been supposed, but the citizens, 
without the least hesitation, proceeded 
to hand over the site—and then forgot 
to crow about it. 
Atlanta Architectg Selected. 

The board began work in a most de- 
liberate and sensible way. After ac- 
cepting the site they decided the next 
step wes to get a president and have 
him look after the professional aspects 
of the work frém the start, and on 
December 12, 1911, elected R. H. Powell. 
then state school supervisor. They next 
took steps to secure an architect to ad- 
vise them about the building work. A 
competition was opened, in which many 
of the best architects of the state too 
part. Architects were asked to submit 
a layout that would provide for any 
reasonable growth of the institution. 
W. A. Edwards, of Atlanta, was se- 
lected. 

The wisdom of the board was further 
exemplified in this selection, for Mr. 
Edwards is a man of liberal experience 
in designing institutions of the sort in 
question. He has served as architect 
for many of the handsomest college 
buildings in the southern states, nota- 
bly Clemson and Winthrop colleges in 
South,Carolina, and the state educa- 
tional institutions of Florida, for which 
he has had charge of the planning of 
the grounds and erecting the buildings 
of all three of the institutions of high~ 
er learning. 

The plan which he submitted is with- 
out doubt one of the best in the United 
States. Indeed, it is well-nigh perfect,

NEGROES 10 OBEY 


Tuskegee Educator Makes Strong 
New Year Talk on Organization 
and Discipline. 


Tuskegee, Ala, January 2.—(Spe.- 
cial.)\—Booker T. Washington, princli- 
pal and founder of Tuskegee institute, 
the famous school for negroes, deliv- 
ered a characteristic address Sunday 
night in the chapel of the school to 
nearly 1,600 students, 200 teachers and 
several hundred colored citizens from 
the town of Tuskegee and the Green- 
wood settlement. Much interest ws 
attached to the address, because it 
was the last talk to the student body 
and teachers for the old yéar and be- 
cause it was expected that the ad- 
dress would touch upon future work 
for teachers and students. 

The address was delivered without 
notes, stenographically reported, and 
it was characteristic of the practical 
and helpful discourses Dr. Washing- 
ton delivers Sunday evenings to the 
echool. 

Value of Organization. 

Washington’s address emphasized 
two principles as applied to the negro: 
the value of organization and the ne- 
cessity of obedience and discipline. 
Summing up hits arguments and stress- 
ing the need for respect of authority, 
he said: 

“One of the fine results, satisfactory 


| results, following the mastery of that 


lesson is that in any organization, a 
school or what not, where people have 
learned that great fundamental les- 
zon of respect for authority, obédience 
to commands, there you will find order, 
there you will find peace, there you 
will find absence of friction, there you 
‘will find success. 

“Now, let me repeat that one of the 
differences between ignorance and in- 
telligence, between crudeness and cul- 
ture, consists in the fact that an indi- 
vidual has learned obedience, respect 
for authority and the other has not 


learned it, and don’t make the mistake 
‘that so many people make, often edu- 


cated people make, that to obey is a 
sign of weakness, {s a sign of degra- 
dation; to obey is a sign of strength, 
to obey is a sign of all that which in- 
dicates nobility of character. I want 
you every day to get into your blood

Cice Rolls in His Grave 


After the silver-tongued orators of 
the Beavers’ Club Debating’ society 
had assaulted each~ other in most 
vicious manner with pertinent quota- 
tions from Patrick Henry upon the 
subject of liberty, Hfe and death, and 
had indulged in mutual bombardments 
with massive chunks. of history, my- 
thology and theology, the judges of 
the conflict in the wee sma’ hours of 
Thursday night came to the unanimous 
and undivided decision that William 
Jennings Bryan is yesterday, today and 
forever the “greatest living democrat 
in the world?’ 

Senator Hoke Smith, of Georgia, ran 
“the peerless one’ a close second, and 
finally was awarded the name of the 
“pwreatest living demockat in Georgia,” 
but only after Malvern Will, chairman 
of the committee of judges, had be- 
come 80 impressed with Hon. W. M. 
Hairstcn’s advocacy of the senator’s 
virtues that he stepped down from the 


judge’s stand and personally conducted 
a campaign in the senator's favor. 

It was not without the hardships of 
dire conflict that Bryan, valiantly up- 
held by the inimitable style of Hon. 
William T: Dabney, won the first vic- 
tory of his long and illustrious demo- 
cratic career, for pitted against him 
were not only the junior senator from 
Georgia, but President-elect Woodrow

It is recalled that such a course 
lias been taken on other occasions pre- 
senting even more difficulties. For in- 
stance, in the war of 1866 between 
Italy and Austria, Austria, althouch 
victorious, was induced to cede the 
Venetian provinces to France, which 
transferred them to Italy. 

Supporters of this plan hint that 
Turkey might even cede the islands to 
the allies, as practically has been done 
with: Albania, on condition that the 
‘powers pledge themselves to claim, as 
in the case of Albania, the right to 
décide the status of the Aegean archi- 
pelago. 

The struggle certainly will be bitter 
now between the Turks and the allies. 
The former are threatening to appeal 
to the supreme tribunal of Europe; the 
latter are threatening to resume the 
war. It is expected, however, that re- 
lief from this situation may result 
from the meeting of the ambassadors 
to whose judgment probably both Tur- 
key and the allies will submit, if they 
decide unanimously what the fate of 
the islands must be. 

Powers Greatly Concerned. 

The powers are particularly con- 
cerned in this question because some 
of the islands—Samothrace, Imbros, 
Lemnos and Tenedos—are of interna- 
tional importance, commanding as they 
do the entrance to the Dardanelles, 
while Mitylene and Chios bar the en- 
trance of the gulf of Smyrna. The 
remainder of the islands still are in 
the hands of Italy, which occupied 
them during the war with Turkey. 
‘lf the powers unanimously ask 
Greece to cvacuate some of the islands 
already oceupied it is believed Greece 
will obey. 

The ambassadors today did not en- 
ter deeply into any particular question. 
An.exchange of communications i8 
going on between chancellortes of the 
triple entente and the triple alliance, 
while a special understanding is de- 
veloping between Russia, Austria and 
Italy concerning Albania. 

Regarding the frontiers of 
the ambassadors believe they will be 
able to strike a prone» medium be- 
tween the too restricted suggestions 
ef the allies and the too extended 
boundaries favored by Austria.

MAKES BIG JUMP. 


Sells Over Two Dollars Per 
Bale Above Tuesday’s 
Closing Price. 


New York, January 2.—The-develop- 
ment of sensational strength in Janu- 
ary contracts, which made new high 
records for the season, was the feature 
in the cotton market today. That 
position sold 41 points or $2.95 per bale 
above the closing price of Yuesday, 
and, while demand did not become 
really active or general, later deliver- 
feg sympathized to the extent of some 
20 points and the general market closed 
firm at a net gain of from 10 to 334 
points, 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 1 point to a decline of 1 point, 
and during the early trading showed 
little feature. As Liverpool re mained 
closed, there were no cables to influ- 
ence sentiment, and hare aenved to 
be. no fresh features of importance. 

A private ginning report, indicating 
12,851,000 bales ginned to January l, 
was issued, but failed to stimulate any 
interest of consequence, and it was 
not until scattering January shorts at- 
tempted to cover that the market 
showed any animation. These buyers 
were not urgent at first, but they found 
little or no cotton offering, owing prob- 
ably to the fact that the contracts 
have been under a parity with south- 
ern spot markets, and that the notice 
issued on Monday were promptly 
stopped by leading spot interests. 

As prices worked higher other scat- 
tering Wall street, western and south- 
ern shorts became alarmed, however, 
and before they had secured more than 
15.000 or 20,000 bales, according to loca} 
estimates, January was selling at 13.15, 
or the highest price reached by any 
delivery in the local. market since the 
middle of last summer.
